OUTDOOR ROSE CULTURE 
10 IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS 


|. Choose drained location with southern exposure.. 

2. Three parts rich top soil and one part cow manure, mixed. 

3. Dip the roots in water before planting. 

4. Plant deep to cover graft joint, one inch below the surface. 
5. After planting, water well so the water will reach all the roots. 
6. Keep the soil well cultivatd all the time. 

7. When insects start to appear, spray with insecticide. 

8. While plants are growing, feed lightly on moist soil monthly.. 
9. In fall pile soil or leaves on plants about ten inches high. 
10. In the spring, uncover, prune, cultivate as above.

WHAT TO DO IF INDIVIDUAL BUDS DROOP OR WILT 


Cut TWO inches off the stem of the drooping roses. Im- 
merse the entire rose in room temperature water and leave 
them there for about two hours. (You may leave the head 
above water if you wish). A good way is to lay them in 
the kitchen sink. This treatment will usually revive roses 
unless they have had too much abuse or have been sub- 
jected to extreme temperature variations, 


OTHER FLOWERS 
Flowers with fibrous, woody stems should have the 
ends crushed. Those that bleed a milky sap should have 
the ends seared. But ROSE stems should always be cut 
cleanly. 
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
